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Frogreas of Iilberty. 

The present momentous political crisis in 
the United States is regarded by many 
liberal-minded men as proof-positive of the 
unadaptability of republican institutions to 
mankind; and atFords liie rank conservative 
an opportunity to build up false theories in 
favor of fireater restraints upon individual 
Jiberty. We diflet with the first j and we 
are opposed to the second. No one con- 
versant with the history of the slavery 
questionin the' Unite J States could fail to 
foresee a crisis. It was bat a matter of 
time ; and.sooner or later Iho slavery issue 
had to be root. The present crisis is only 
a preliminary phase of the great nation.nl 
question. The free North who have elected 
Lincoln do not ask, as some ignorantly sup- 
pose, for the abolition of slavery. They 
want merely to define its boundaries ; and 
Bay— " So far shalt thou go and no farther, 
and there shall thy proud waves be stayed." 
The great Northern free-soil party wish 
simply to limit slavery to the States in 
which it now exists; there to be dealt with 
as each individual Slate may think proper, 
either to flourish or decay, without the let, 
hindrance, or .intervention of the Federal 
Government. The 'free millions of the 
North have decided the first declining phase 
-of the slavery issue; the -second and final 
phase— the emancipation of the slaves— re- 
mains untouched eioept by a small but 
active body of Northern abolitionists. Let 
the present crisis be satisfactorily settled 
vilhout a disruption of the Union; let even 
disunion occur; or let even a Southern 
confederacy be formed, still the slavery issue 
has to bo settled, and finally settled by the 
emancipation of the last African. Hut which 
ever way secession may end, we see nothing 
Ho cause the friends of free institutions, uni- 
versal suffrage, or political equality, to falter 
in their allegiancB to the divine right of 
■every man to be free and equal ; nor any- 
thing to stop the enthronement of the people 
in all their majesty. On the contrary, we 
behold in the national upheaval of the 
-United Slates the strongest guarantees fo> 
the perpetuation of human freedom. Wo 
J find more men, more freemen, more intelli- 
gent men, have freely and voluntiuily de- 
clared in 1860 for human freedom in the 
Free Stales and in the Slave States than 
have over done so before, at one time, in tliD 
civilized world. Nu similar event ever oc- 
curred on the globe, Knglish (Mn.mcipdtion 
yale^ before it. So grand a decision is an 
era in the history of the world; and will be 
marked in after iges as the anniversary of 
a victory gained over llie oppres.'iorg of iimn- 
"kind. A victory for fri!edom worthily and 
fitly won by freemen ; and a victory 
which freemen everywhere may hail with 
one univiT.sal shout nf jny. 

When the iMdepciuience of the Western 
Republic was acknowledged, the intelli- 
gence of Europe was rapidly paving the way 
ifor freedom. When the torch of American 
liberty was transplanted to France, she 
kindled into a bla2e, and the friends of pro- 
gress bailed the light as the dawn of Euro- 
pean emancipation. But when anarchy 
-was substituted for rational liberty, when 
the people from bein^ oppressed became 
oppressors, when tlie guillotine was used for 
personal revenge instead of the instrument 
of vindictive justice, — then oven mi.ny 
liberal minds became litnid, halted in the 
miirch of human advancement, and IiRcaine 
the strong friends of the fisw and deadly foes 
of th() many. Hut even then, in the darkest 
hour (if European liberty when popular gov- 
erument sank lowest, there woro those who 
kept alive the fires of the altar of liberty 
like tho.^o of the .school of Imix, which event- 
uated in all till) great Knglish relorms of 
(he ninotf'cntli c«iitury. In like manner 
wiuo we toldhy the next advloes that the 
United Slates wore involved in all the hor- 
tors of civil or even servile war, we would 
rest confident in the belief that when the 
faotiona had exhausted their streoglh and 
i^eclared t truce to further violence, ihcn 
would the nioo make greater strides in civil- 
icKtionlban ever before. 

In fact, the broad democratic doctrine.') of 
Cluittiaalty have leavened the whole of hu- 
manity ; tnd as they all hope for immortal 
«qualtly, fOlhey are inspired to attain to a 
temporal .equality in the visible world. 
Chriitlanlty has been the great teacher of 
democracy; and with the dillnsion of in- 
telligonci!, the oxlHiiMioii of the jieaoeful art 
of coinmorco evory whore, and llio rnco>;ni- 
lion that tlio r(ia(t to w(!altli is iiidu.ilry, 
there is ii guiieial irioviiiiiiiiit thronglioni 
the world for greater lihiMty. Kviin kiiiK", 
and idjHolulo rulers reuogiiisn tlio sig"'* 
Ihe liiiuiH, and Huit llniir sails to lh« iiopnlnr 
biooze, Their safety di'pciids on it. A 
glanuo tfllll us that th« crowned heads of 
Europe are slowly pluoinu ihumselvus in 



'ing her serfs, and guaranteeingsociall iborty. 
Louis Napoleon, the master-mind of Europe , 
is extending greater constitutional privi- 
leges to his subjects — free discussion in the 
Senate and Corps Legislatifs, with the free 
publication of debates. Italy, by the sword 
and universal suffrage, has nearly put an end 
to kingcraft, priestcraft, and statecraft with- 
in the peninsula; thus building up a consti- 
tutional ally for England to neutralize the 
overshadowing power of France and Russia. 
Austria, also, rather than let her Emperor 
ablioate, purposes regenerating Hungary. 
The smaller European principalities niitu- 
r.iUy follow in the footsteps of the great 
powers. China, at the feet of the We.stBrn 
conquerors, receives a lesson to relinquish 
e.tclusiveness and cultivate liberty ; whilst 
hor own rebels are but the advance guard of 
greater freedom. Japan al-o feels the spirit 
of progress ; and the e.\tension of the British 
sway over India and its dependencies mark 
a progressive era, In short, the globe itself 
is alive with the spirit of progress, and mar- 
tyrs are every day made to promote human 
liberty. If, therefore, the United States 
should become involved in a civil war, and 
dissolve the Union, liberty will still flourish ; 
so strong is its hold on universal humanity 
that no human power can stop the regenera- 
tion of mankind. 



Fire at Christ Church. 

Shortly after II o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, while divine service was being con- 
ducted at the Episcopal Church on the 
hill by the Lord Bishop of Columbia and 
the Rev. Mr. Cridge, the rector, a spark of 
fire was observed to fall from the ceiling 
almost immediately in the tear of tho 
pulpit, to the floor. The sexton repaired to 
the outside of the building and saw smoke 
issuing from Ihe roof of the edifice, near 
Ihe stovepipe. The fact was immediately 
communicated to the congregation, and the 
church bell rang violently. The neighbors 
turned out in considerale force and joined 
with the male portion of the congregation in 
adopting means for the preservation of the 
edifice. Ladders were procured and raised, 
and a volunteer bucket-c'oinpaiiy having 
been formed, water was passed up to some 
men who had ascended to the roof and the 
(lames were soon e.vtinguislied. 

In the meantime, the alarm had been car- 
ried to the truck-house, the boll rang, and 
the firemen, not withstanding a heavy rain- 
storm that prev;uled at the time, and the 
seas of mud in Ihe Streets through which 
they were compelled to draw their ma- 
chines, were quickly en route towards the 
church; but upon reaching the corner of 
Kort and Blanchard streets, they learned that 
the fire was out, and returned to town. 

The fire is said to have been discovered 
by Bishop Mills, whose attention during ser- 
vice was attracted to tlie ceiling on hearing 
a peculiar, cracking noise, which ho at first 
snpposeil to proceed from rats nr luose .shin- 
gles. Tlie escape of the edifice from utter 
destruction is truly wonderful; and the 
timely discovery and speedy extinguish- 
ment of the lire, are subjects of general con- 
gratulation. The accident must have origi- 
nated from a defect in the slore-pipe. his 
Excellency Governor Douglas, who was at- 
tending the service, demeaned himself with 
characteristic coolness and self-possession, 
and materially assisted, by his advice and 
diteotioR, in quenching tho flames. He .e- 
mained on the spot until all danger was an- 
iiounceil to bo over, and then withdrew to 
liis residence. The congregation retired in 
an orderly manner, and without ihe least 
show of excitement or nlurm. The damage 
will not reach H'iOO.
